Thomas  J.  Huddleston:  Highly  respected  for  his  excellent 
qualities  as  a  neighbor,  friend,  and  citizen.  In  his  early 
manhood  Ur.  Huddleston  was  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business 
at  Mobile  in  the  flush  times  of  Alabama,  when  that  State  was 
enjoying  its  greatest  prosperity.  This  was  in  the  palmy  days 
of  the  South  when  slave  labor  was  producing  millions  in  wealth 


and  cotton  v/as  oegmmng  to  assert  its  claim  as  nng.  In  the 
busy  marts  of  the  then  growing  and  prosperous  se-port  of  mobile 
the  subject  of  this  sketch  laid  the  foundation  for  that  meth¬ 
odical,  careful  and  upright  career  of  life  which  ever  afterward 
characterised  him  and  made  him  so  honored  a.nc.  loved  in  every 
community  where  his  lot  was  erst.  guiet  and  unobtrusive,  he 
was  patient  in  his  research  after  the  right  end  when  he  had.  ar¬ 
rived  at  a  conclusion,  it  was  the  result  of  judgement  and  not 
of  impulse. 

Industrious  to  a  fault,  he  found  time  to  keep  pace  with 
the  new?'  and  public  events- of  the  day.  In  the  discharge  of 
public  duties  imposed  on  him  by  hie  neighbors  and  not  sought 
after  by  himself,  he  was  r  model  officer.  His  official  acc¬ 
ounts  were  full  clear  and  correct  to  a  cent.  His  penmanship 
was  a  marvel  of  regularity  and  beauty  and  would  put  to  shame 
the  numerous  scrawls  which  deface  many  of  the  public  records 
of  this  country.  He  was  by  nature  a.  business  man,  who,  had  he 
followed  in  the  great  channels  of  trade,  would  have  ranked  a-
